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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 



1 . Claims 1 -1 9 are pending. 

2. Claims 1-4 remain rejected per the previous Office Action. 

3. Claims 5-9 remain withdrawn from consideration. However, the body of the 
claims were not included from the September 23, 2004 Amendment. As is, a 
comparison between the withdrawn subject matter and the newly submitted claims was 
not able to be done solely from this Amendment. Thus, newly submitted claims 10-19 
are withdrawn from consideration until the withdrawn claims are included in one 
submission. The REMARKS from the September 23, 2004 Amendment will be 
reviewed upon correction of this matter.
